which he was to have; that the Want of 
Money had defeated all their Defigns, that 
their Troops could not march, that they had 
noArcillery,and that the Takis g of the Fleet 
of Tarranes \oaden with Provifion:, chad 
quite ruin’d all their Mea‘ures, fur that they 
could by no Means fubfiftin the Counrry 5 
that Provifions were fu. fcarce, the Army 
céuld net march, and that there was not 
Coro in the whole Country to mainraia 
the People ——— Tha: they mnft be oblig’d 
to fend for their Argitery and 4m nuating 
quite from Bifcay ind Navarre, and tr 
their Provifions «ver the Mouarains qu re 
into France, which would be long a coming. 
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Upon thefe Chimera’s, ene Paper tells 
us, the Duke of Orleans had yiven over all 
Thoughts of a Siege; another from Barce- 
Jona, that they were now in no Manner of 
Pain fur Tortofs- Anotter, that Count 
Staremberg being arriv’d,: the Army was 
drawing together to a@ offenfively ; an« 
other, or the fame at another Time, - thac. 
it was not doubied now, but the French 
would be driven from their new Conquefts, 
re a thoufand Rhodomontades of this 
Kind. 

One reckoning up tte Ferceés’ dn every 
fide, tells us, firft the Duke of Orteans cane 
not march for Want of Money, thac he finds 
himfelf fo out in his Account, that a!l the 
Troops he can bring into the Field wil) not 
be 16000 Men, and thofe in. Want of Au 
Neceffaries ; that the Duke-De Noaillés ‘is 
in no Condition to aé,that nothing isto be 
fear’d from that fide haying not 7960 Men 
ia his Army 5 but when he comes to King 
Charles’s Army, that is ina fine Pofture 
his Lifantry is 18000, his Cavalry. 4000°Ct 
regular Troops, befides the Miqueletts, 
who are‘called very confiderable, and that 
he is drawing into the Field to face the 
Bnemy. Ma bes 

Now, Gentlemen, having feeni afl thefe 
firie Accounts, and accordingly: believing 


them, we fet our Hearts at Reft abourCa- 


talognia, we apprehended no Danger there 3 
if the French gave us any Accounts of their 
Progrefs and Marches, we thought it all 
Biyfter and Show, aod that it.was fpread 
abroad only to raife .the Spirits of their 
Men, that there was nothing init, butall 
was well- 

At length Things come to A@ion; and 
the firft Thing. we meet with is, that be ic 
never fo longa March over the Mountains, 
for. the Caonon;.and . Ammunition, to be. 
brodght quité overLand fromBifcay,yet that 
itis ome up ia Tim-, that whether the French 
have Money or Provifions or no, -yet they 
march——The Army of Kiog Charles: which 
was co aét offenfively is not heard of, no 
not one Word of it— No Troops are pofted 
in fagh. Paffes of. the Mougesits, where 
2000 Men havekept out 20000 3 nay, the 
very'Erench themfelves are furpriz’d. to fiad 
the Confederates abandon {uch Advanta- 


ges—e And thus the Siege of Tortafe is. 
torm’d. 

Well, ail the while the Siege lafts, our 
N-ws-Men again tellus, che French make 
nu Progrefs, the Ground is fo rocky, they 
Cannot carry On their Approaches 5 nay, 
one tells, us, it is fo retten, they cannot 
make theic Approaches, Rucky or Rotten. 
isalike:tozhem, .juft as‘one of our Learned 
Writers the other Day cail’d a Danijh Co- 
lonel, a Den. 

At laft the Town, with a Garrifon o 

near. 4006 Yegrilar Troops, beudes as they 
told us 6600 Miqueletts and Inhabicants, is 
furrendred, and jf our Accounts,. at deaft 
what we kifve pitberto feen, are true, we 
have not muchito bvatt of the Defence they 
made ail chis' while 5 the Army of King 
barles, whiehe“was to a@ offenively, is. 
looking ‘on and can do. nothing—And now 
we -gre{ thagria and mélancholly for the 
Taking of Tortofe——Really, Gentlemen, 
if you had begun right, you would have 
compounded with the French for Tortofa, 
and I dare fayhthe French are much more dif- 
appointed than you, that they have gone.no 
farther 5 if we conlider the Circumftances 
of King of Charles. at the Beginning of the 
Year, ic was very much the French had not 
by this Time beated them to the Gates of 
Barcelona, and if King Charles receives the 
German Troops now ccaiing with the-

receive fome-Checque in their Progrefs.

low,. the full Tale they have given us, Viz. 
That King. Charles had 18000 Foot and. 
4000 Horfle, but.they never told us, how 
many of thefe King Charles.could draw into 
the Field, and how many it would be neceffa- 
fy to_place in the Frontier Towns; and let 
the Gentlemen but difcount 4oo0 in Garti- 
fon in Tortofa, 20C0,in Gironne, and.2500 
in Terragomz, and 3000 Fvot and 2000 
Horfe wich the Prince of Heffe, facing the 
Duke of Nosillesg and 1090 with the King. 
in Barcelona, with about 2000 in other petty. 
Garrifons, which is too few 3 reckon but. 
thefe, and it can- be: no. Wander, iar 
Count Staremberga:did not. atcempt to di- 
ftush the French in the-Siege of Tortofa ; and 
as. to, the. Defence. ofthe Place, I. perfwade 
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my (cif, they wereorder'd, not to-hold out 
fd long as to be made Pri@ners, bur rather 
to yield the Town, and fave the Troops 
for a Time of Adiion in the Field.

this che People’ often ftruggled with, and 
feveral Times depos‘d dnd ,abolith'd, but 
ever declared their Averfion to,'and it be- 
Sng declar’d by the P..of Orange, that he 
would feerle thac Kind of Church: Gavern- 
ment in Scotland, which fhould be moft agree- 
ablés0. the Inclinations of the People, the 
People futficiently declar’d their tnclinati- 
ons, by univerfally pulling down Epifcopa- 
cy, and fetting up the Presbyterian Church 
Government by A& of Parliament. 

Upon the depofing of Ep.fcoracy, it was 
expeéted, that Abundance of the Minifters 
mould be depofed, and they began to turn 
all out that would not conform to the new 
Hftablilhment-—-But after tome time Ap- 
plication being made to the Government, 
fn Behalf of (uch as were peaceably in 
clin’d tho’ they were Epi‘copal 3 ‘An Act of 
Parliament was pafs’d in the Year 1695, 
Entitled, An A& concerning the Chutvh, 
whereing taking the Oaths to rhe Govern- 
ment: was made the only Qualification of a 
Midifter, fo that no Man could be depos'd, 
tho’ he were Epifcopal, ifhe would quali 
fie himfelf by taking (he Oaths to the Go- 
vetament. From whence it is apparent,that 
the:main Cry of Perfecution in Scotland is 
for Non-Conformity to the Civil Governe 
ment, not for diffenting from the Church. 
—Atid this: is demonftrated.by an‘Article, 
which perhapy may be fomething fur prizing 
to the People in England at this Time, 
pie. That there are now preaching and en- 

ying their Benéfices: in Scotland under 
by Presbyterian ChurcheGovernment,, ae 
boye 120 Minifters whp are Epilcopal, pros 
fefledly fo, and never, were others, and 
moft of whom neither own or conform to, 
moch lefs fubmit to the Presbyterian Dif- 
cipline or Government, but are only qua- 
lify'd by taking the Oaths—— This I note 
for thole to confider, who are poffefs'd of 
the Belief of the Church of Scos/and, per- 
fecuting her Religious Epifcopal Diffenters,
